Here, then, I conceive, is the object of the Holy See and 
the Catholic Church in setting up universities; it is to reunite 
things that were in the beginning joined together by God, 
and have been put asunder by man. ...

He knows 
what is in thee, all thy own peculiar feelings and thoughts, thy dispositions and likings, thy strength 
and thy weakness. He views thee in thy day of rejoicing, and thy day of sorrow. He sympathizes 
in thy hopes and thy temptations.

He has numbered the very hairs of thy head and the cubits 
of thy stature. He compasses thee round and bears thee in His arms; He takes thee up and sets thee 
down. He notes thy very countenance, whether healthful or sickly. He looks tenderly upon thy 
hands and feet; He hears thy voice, the beating of thy heart, and thy very breathing. Thou dost 
not love thyself better than He loves thee. Thou const not shrink from pain more than He dislikes 
thy bearing it; and if He puts it on thee, it is as thou wilt put it on thyself, if thou art wise, for a 
greater good afterwards."

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It is the place where the professor be¬ 
comes eloquent, and is a missionary and 
preacher, displaying his science in its most 
complete and most winning form, pouring 
it forth with the zeal of enthusiasm, and 
lighting up his own love of it in the breasts 
of his hearers. It is the place where the 
catechist makes good his ground as he 
goes, treading in the truth day by day into 
the ready memory and wedging and tight¬ 
ening it into the expanding reason.
